The calendar begins to crowd me and I doubt that I shall 
have another opportunity to meet with the European Studies 
Group, While, at times, I think that each of us has been 
a little bit impatient with a seeming lack of concrete 
progress in the Studies, my own enthusiasm has remained 
at a high pitch, both because of the character of the 
individuals making up the group and because I always 
remember the observation of a very successful soldier 
who said, "Peace— time plans are of no particular value, 
but peace-time planning is indispensable," 

Moreover, since I have been confronted with my new military 
assignment, I place higher value than ever before on the 
opportunities I have had to listen to continuing analyses 
and conclusions respecting the European situation. 

Won t you please convey to the members of the group an 
expression of my thanks for their tolerance toward my 
shortcomings as a chairman and my appreciation to each 
for the contribution he has made to the Studies up to 
this moment? Incidentally, I trust that the Studies 
will continue to go ahead as long as the members of the 
group believe there is any reason for their continuance.
